Death of Joseph A. Kuhn. 
A telegram from Dr. Charles F. Kuhn 


of Pert Townsend, Wash , announces the 
death at the Sisters Hospital in that city 
on October 4th, of his uucle, Joseph A. 
Kuhn, one of the pioneers of that place. 
Judge Kuhn was-a native of East Berlin 
Pa., having been born at the old home- 
stead, on the left bank of the Big Conewa- 
KO, September 1, JS41. Here he was a 
farmer's boy; went to school and college, 
taught school, engaged in many enterpris- 


aes, and was well known to all the young 
people of the community, During the 
Civil War he located at Omaha and enlist- 
ed in a*STebraska regiment, with which he 
served until the end of tho conflict. lie 
crossed the plains several times before any 
railroad was outlined and then crossed the 
mountains, and after many adventures 
•reached Port Townsend where his brother 
Dr Louis DeBarth Kuhn. had been locat- 
ed some years. Here he studied and for 
fifty years practiced law; serving ret times 
as assemblyman, senator, probate judge, 
mayor and many othei offices 
He was a 


member of cemventior.a to arrange for ad- 
mission of the Territory of Washington 
into the Union as a State and to 
i repare 


the State convention, in which work he fol- 
lowed in the footsteps of a maternal ances- 
tor, Colonel Jacob Morgan, of Berks Coun 
ty, who in 1776 rendered similar service in 
preparing for the Statehood of Pennsylva- 
nia. He rendered good service to his State 
as a Commissioner of Imigratioh but fi- 


i- nancially found himself in error in insist- 


ing that Port Townsend would undoubt- 
edly continue the principal port of entry 
for Pugct Sound. 


Singularly his death occurred on the 
- ]15th anniversary ol the birth of his fath- 


er, the late Colonrl Joseph J. Kuhn, who 
at the time of his death in.1878 was one 
of the Associate Judges of Adams County 
and a resident of New Oxford and well 
known to our venerable readers. 


This death, of Joseph A. Kuhn almost 


severs the,conncctions of his generation in 
his family with the present generation. 
All his si'trrs and all his brothers, save one 
—John R Kuhn, of East Berlin and Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., have preceded him to the 
Promised Land.

Death of Joseph A. Kuhn, 
A telegram from Dr. Charles F. Kuhn, 
of Port Townsend, Wash , announces the 
death at the Sisters Hospital in that city 
on October 4th, of his uuclc, Joseph A. 
Kuhn, one of the pioneers of that place. 
Judge Kuhn was.a native of East Berlin, 
Pa., having been born at the old home­ 
stead, on the left bank of the Big Conewa- 
go, September 1, J841. Here he was a 
farmer’s boy; went to 6chool and college, 
taught school, engaged in many enterpris­ 
es, and waa well known to all the young 
people of the community, During the 
Civil War he located nt Omaha and enlist­ 
ed in a«ebraska regiment, with which he 
served until the end of tho conflict.

The Austrian communication is sub­ 
stantially similar to that from Ger­ 
many and both ask President Wilson 
to arrange an armistice and for peace 
negotiations on conditions previously 
laid down by the president.

No Cross of Gold Found 


When Lake in Moscow Was 


Drained to Find Treasure. 


If all the lakes in the world dried 


up, what would we find in their beds? 


The question is raised through a 


recent allusion to Lake Semlevo, in 
Moscow, which for a century was said 
to contain a cross of pure gold 13 feet 
in height. Napoleon—so the story ran 
—tried to carry it away with him as a 
•uar tiophy, but, \\hcn disaster came 
upon him, lost it in the lake. 


About seven years ago, relates a

With Definition of Humor 


Price of Clothing and the 


Supply of Wool Since Under 


Control of the Government 


Somewhat in contrast to repeated 


declarations that woolen clothes will 
be scarce is an official announcement 
from the war industries board, which 
says that the government control of 
wool and woolens has reached a stage 
"which makes possible the assurance 
to cloth mills and to clothing mamifac- 
lurcrs, jobbers and retailers that wool 
will be equitably distributed to meet 
both government and civilian require- 
ments. The price will be regulated to 
assure a fair and reasonable profit to 
the industry, but a range of prices will 
not be permitted which will allow ab- 
normal profits with the consequent un- 
justifiable hardship to the consuming 
public." It is declared that the pres- 
ent speculative mo-\ement in cloth and 
clothing will undoubtedly compel defi- 
nite penalizing action if persisted in. 
Especially does tho statement insist 
that there are ample stocks of wool- 
ens and no cause for inflation. 
No 


dealer should try to buy beyond his 
present needs, it is asserted, because 
there is no reason for it. This signif- 
icant announcement is made: "There 
is no official warrant for statements or 
rumors to the effect that it will soon 
be impossible to buy woolens or wool- 
en clothing sufficient to meet actual re- 
quirements of the civilian population," 


All of which ought to bring relief to 


the people. One of the reasons for an 
advance in clothing for both men and 
women is the higher price of findings.

particles and render it suitable for 
planting. He clears away the weeds 
and rubbish and gets ready for 
ar> 


early start in the spring. 
Plowed 


ground dries out moie quickly than 
unplowed and by plowing in the fall 
it is possible to get such crops as peas, 
beets and early potatoes planted much 
earlier than otherwise would be the 
case. 


If the gardener has planned his crop 


so that fall finds him with a large sur- 
plus of storable vegetables, much of 
his attention will be given to placing 
them away, safe from moisture and 
heal, so that through the winter they 
will help to reduce grocery bills and 
vary the diet w ithout regard to market 
conditions or winter temperature. 


Home storage of vegetables, import- 


ant at times, is especially valuable 
if canning or drying containers are 
high in price. Furthermore, crops of 
suitable sorts that mature at a season 
when they can be preserved by storing 
should be kept in their natural con- 
dition instead of being canned or dried. 


Beets, lato cabbage, carrots, celery, 


onions, parsnips, potatoes, sweet pota- 
toes, salbify and turnips may be stored 
in their natural condition. Beans of 
various kinds, including the limas, may 
be stored dry. Successful storage is 
not at all dillicult. In fact, good facili- 
ties already exist in many homes, it 
being necessary only to make use of 
the cellar, tho attic, a large closet, or 
other parts of the dwelling, depending 
upon the character of the product to 
be stored. 


Storing in House CeMars. 


A cool, wcll--\ entilated cellar offers 


good conditions for vegetable storage, 
but many cellars are not well suited 
because of poor insulation or lack of 
ventilation. 
Cellars containing fur- 


naces arc usually too warm or too dry 
for storage of root crops. 
Often it is 


possible, however, to partition off a 
room, either in one corner or at one 
end of the cellar, where the tempera- 
ture may bo controlled by means of 
outside windows. At least one win- 
dow is. necessary, and two or more are 
desirable for light and ventilation. 


Natural earth makes a better floor 


than concrete or brick, as a certain 
amount of moisture is desirable. Walls 
of the storage room should be parallel 
to tho walls of the cellar. Ventilation 
may be secured by opening windows, 
but an air duct, made of wood, metal 
or terra cotta, and permitting cool air 
to enter near the tloor level, is desir- 
nble. A piece of board with a hole 
the size of the air pipe is fitted in the 
window in place of one of the panes 
of glass. Another pane of glass may 
bo removed from the sash and a small 
hinged door fitted In its place, which 
when open allows the heated air to es- 


cape. In cold weather both the hinged 
door and the damper in the air pipe 
must be closed. The windows in the 
storage room should be darkened in 
order to protect the vegetables from 
too much light. 


Barrels, crates^ boxes or bins may 


be used as containers for the various 
vegetables, but movable containers are 
preferable to built-in bins, as it is pos- 
sible to remove them for cleaning. 


Using Outside Cellars. 


Outdoor storage cellars or caves are 


particularly good for the storage of 
many vegetables. They are especially 
desirable on the farm, as they afford 
convenient and inexpensive storage fa- 
cilities for surplus vegetables that oth- 
erwise might be lost. They possess all 
the advantages of the basement stor- 
age room and are superior in many re- 
spects. It is -possible to keep the cel- 
lar cool and to reduce temperature 
quickly by opening the door during the 
night, and closing it in the morning 
before the air becomes warm. 


As the root cellar must be proof 


against frost and moisture, its types 
and construction vary with the geo- 
graphical location. 
In the southern 


portion of this country the structure 
usually is entirely above ground and 
protected by only a few inches of sod 
and strawr or leaves. In northern sec- 
tions outdoor cellars are made almost 
entirely below ground and are covered 
with a foot or two of earth.

the form of a storage room in 
the basement of the dwelling or 
under an outbuilding or to build 
an outdoor cellar of wood or ma- 
sonry. 


If permanent facilities are not 


available late vegetables can be 
kept in outdoor pits or banks, 
requiring no cash outlay except 
for labor.

Many Cellars Are Suitable, but 
Care Must Be Given to 
Light and Heat. 


AVOID FROST AND MOISTURE 


Attention Must Be Given in Fall to 
Storing Surplus Vegetables So That 
Grocery Bills May Be Ma­ 
terially Reduced. 


Trees Lean With the Wind; 
Nature Strengthens Rootf 


Nature makes no mistakes In am 
choring trees. 
When the winds pres* 
harder against one side of a tree tha# 
another, nature strengthens the rootf 
on the side where the greatest strength 
is required. 
In countries where they 
have pretty constant winds from a cer­ 
tain direction you will find all of the 
trees leaning away from the direction 
of the winds. If the south winds pre­ 
vail for the greater part of the year 
the trees lean to the north and tb# 
greatest root growth is to th# ftovth* 


In the fall the wise home gardener, 
whether in city or country, plans and 
works for his garden next year, and 
stores the surplus products of his sum­ 
mer work. He plows hard or stiff clay 
soils, as the action of the frost during 
the winter will break the soil into fine 
particles and render it suitable for 
planting. 
He clears awray the weeds 
and rubbish and gets ready for an 
early start In the spring. 
Plowed 
ground dries out more quickly than 
unplowed and by plowing In the fall 
tt is possible to get such crops as peas, 
beets and early potatoes planted much 
earlier than otherwise wrould be the 
case. 
If the gardener has planned his crop 
so that fall finds him with a lqrge sur­ 
plus of storable vegetables, much of 
his attention will be given to placing 
them away, safe from moisture and 
heat, so that through the winter they 
will help to reduce grocery bills and 
vary the diet without regard to market 
conditions or winter temperature, 
Ilome storage of vegetables, import­ 
ant at times, is especially valuable 
if canning or drying containers are 
high in price. Furthermore, crops of 
suitable sorts that mature at a season 
when they can be preserved by storing 
should be kept in their natural con­ 
dition instead of being canned or dried. 
Beets, lata cabbage, carrots, celery, 
onions, parsnips, potatoes, sweet pota­ 
toes, salsify and turnips may be stored 
in their natural condition. Beans of 
various kinds, including the limas, may 
bo stored dry. 
Successful storage is 
not at all dlilicuit. In fact, good facili­ 
ties already exist in many homes, it 
being necessary only to make use of 
the cellar, the attic, a large closet, or 
other parts of the dwelling, depending 
upon the character of the product to 
be stored. 
Storing In House Cellars. 
A cool, well-ventilated cellar offers 
good conditions for vegetable storage, 
but many cellars are not well suited 
because of poor insulation or lack of 
ventilation. 
Cellars containing fur­ 
naces are usually too warm or too dry 
for storage of root crops. Often it is 
possible, however, to partition off a 
room, either in one corner or at one 
end of the cellar, where the tempera­ 
ture may be controlled by means of 
outside windows. At least one win­ 
dow is necessary, and two or more are 
desirable for light and ventilation. 
Natural earth makes a better floor 
than concrete or brick, as a certain 
amount of moisture is desirable. Walls 
of the storage room should be parallel 
to the walls of the cellar. Ventilation 
may be secured by opening windows, 
but an air duct, made of wood, metal 
or terra cotta, and permitting cool air 
to enter near the fioor level, is desir* 
able. 
A piece of board with a hole 
the size of the air pipe is fitted in the 
window Ui place of one of the panes 
of glass. 
Another pane of glass may 
bo removed from the sash and a small 
hinged door fitted in its place, which 
when open allows the heated air to es­ 


cape. In cold weather both the hinged 
door and the damper in the air pipe 
must be closed. The windows in the 
storage room should be darkened In 
order to protect the vegetables, from 
too much light. 
Barrels, cratesj, boxes or bins may 
be used as containers for the various 
vegetables, but movable containers aro 
preferable to built-in bins, as it is pos­ 
sible to remove them for cleaning. 
Using Outside Cellars. 
Outdoor storage cellars or caves aro 
particularly good for the storage of 
many vegetables. They are especially 
desirable on the farm, as they afford 
convenient and inexpensive storage fa* 
cilities for surplus vegetables that oth­ 
erwise might be lost. They possess all 
the advantages of the basement stor­ 
age room and are superior In many re­ 
spects. It is «possible to keep the cel­ 
lar cool and to reduce temperature 
quickly by opening the door during the 
night, and closing it in the morning 
before the air becomes warm. 
As the root cellar must be proof 
against frost and moisture, Its types 
and construction vary with the geo­ 
graphical location. 
In the southern 
portion of this country the structure 
usually is entirely above ground and 
protected by only a few Inches of sod 
and straw or leaves. In northern sec­ 
tions outdoor cellars are made almost 
entirely below ground and are covered 
with a foot or two of earth. 
Full directions for the construction 
of storage rooms and cellars and for 
the storage of vegetables are contained 
In Farmers’ Bulletin 879, “Home Stor­ 
age of Vegetables,” which will be sent 
freo on request to the U. S. Depart 
ment of Agriculture. 
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• HOME STORAGE IS BEST ! 


The storing of late vegetable« 
is an economy for those who 
grow them In sufficient quantity 
for the needs of the family. 
To care for the surplus vege­ 
tables nothing more, in many 
cases, is required than the use of 
facilities existing in or near tho 
home. 
Often the late vegetables from 
a small garden can t>e stored 
with no expense. 
When considerable quantities 
of vegetables ar$ grown it is 
frequently advisable to construct 
permanent storage facilities in 
the form of a storage room in 
the basement of the dwelling or 
under an outbuilding or to build 
an outdoor cellar of wood or ma­ 
sonry. 
If permanent facilities are not 
available late vegetables can bo 
kept in outdoor pits or banks, 
requiring no cash outlay except 
for labor, 
# 


Pastures Save Grain Feeds. 
From the results of many feeding 
trials with hogs ten pounds of gain for 
each bushel of corn fed, or one pound 
of gain for every 5.6 pounds of corn, 
is all that should be expected from 
feeding corn alone in a dry Jot. 
A 
mixture of one part tankage and nine 
parts corn gives much better results, 
usually producing one pound of cain 
for every 4.5 pounds of the mixture 
fed. 
The quantity of grain needed to pro­ 
duce a pound of gain is considerably 
lessened if the hogs have access to 
green forage. 
Corn fed to growing 
shotes on rape should produce one 
pound of gain for every 3.C7 pounds 
of grain fed. 
The addition of some 
highly concentrated feed, such as tauk- 
age, meat meal, shorts or liuseed meal 
should reduce by one-half to three* 
fourths of a pound the quantity of 
grain neceaaary to produce a pound of 
galsl

flonds Will Run For Twenty Years— 
Vast Sum 
Needed To Lick 
The Kaiser, Secretary 
Declares. 


‘ New York.—Si.\ billion.dollars is tho 
inininium amount which the people of 
the United Stales are hskpd lo sub­ 
scribe for tho Fourth Liberty Loan, 
accodring to an announcement by Wil­ 
liam G. 
McAdoo, Secretary of the 
Treasury, in a stirring address here. 
Will Run 20 Years. 
The share allotted to New York Fed­ 
eral Reserve district is $1,800,000,000. 
or 30 per cent, of the greatest loan yet 
offerexl. The loan, which \vill bear 4\4 
per cent, interest, will run for 20 years, 
maturing October 15, 1938, unless tho 
Government should exercise its re­ 
served right to redeem the bonds on 
or after October 15, 1933. 
Asserting that without this vast sura 
“We cannot lick the Kaiser,** the Sec­ 
retary made a special appeal for the 
subscriptions 
of 
corporations 
and 
wealthy individuals, as returns from 
the* third Liberty Loan indicated that 
wealthy corporations and persons of 
large means had not responded “com- 
mensurately ^vith their abilities 
to 
help,” He pointed out that of the 18,- 
000,000 Americans who subscribed for 
the last loan only 22,500, Including 
corporations, bought bonds in excess 
of $10,000. 
"‘It would be’ preposterous.” he said. 
*'to say that there are only 22,500 men 
women and corporations in America 
able to lend more than $10,000 each 
:o their Government in Liberty bonds." 
Mr. McAdoo also condemned the 
practice of “swindlers and unscrupu­ 
lous and unpatriotic pe’ople who, con­ 
trary to the urgent request of the 
Treasury 
Department, 
had 
induced 
holders of Liberty bonds to exchange 
them for stocks or investments of 
doubtful value.'* 
He pointed out that 
thc**se operations forced the Treasury 
to buy the bonds thus thrown upon 
the m arket in order to protect the 
m arket and the credit of the Govern­ 
ment, 
“Thus the Treasury available re* 
sources from the loan,” he de’clared, 
'‘are depleted and forced in unworthy 
channels, oftentimes in wildcat enter­ 
prises, to the injury of the American 
people and to the’ detriment of tho 
war. 
We m ust create a healthy pub 
lie opinion which will reprehend such 
practices. 
We must provide the ma­ 
chinery and the meijns throu 2:h which 
those who have, to sell their bonds 
may do so and get the highest pos 
Bible price for them, while at the same 
time protecting the innocent investor.* 


NOT BY INTRIGUE.

Vast Sum Needed To Lick 


The Kaiser, Secretary 


Declares. 


• New York.—Six billion dollars is tho 
minimum amount which tin.- people of 
the Uniied Stales are asked to sub- 
scribe for the Fourth Liberty Loan, 
accodring to an announcement by Wil- 
liam G. McAdoo, Secretary of the 
Treasury, in a stirring address here. 


Will Run 20 Years. 


The share allotted to New York Fed- 


era! Reserve district is $1,800,000,000, 
or 30 per cent, of the greatest loan yet 
offered. The loan, which will bear 4*4 
per cent, interest, will run for 20 years, 
maturing October 15, 1938, unless the 
Government should exercise its re- 
served right to redeem the bonds on 
or after October 15, 1933. 


Asserting that without this vast sum 


"We cannot lick the Kaiser," the Sec- 
retary made a special appeal for the 
subscriptions 
of 
corporations 
and 


wealthy individuals, as returns from 
the third Liberty Loan indicated that 
wealthy corporations and persons of 
large means had not responded "com- 
mensurately with their abilities to 
help." He pointed out that of the 18,- 
000,000 Americans who subscribed for 
the last loan only 22.500. including 
corporations, bought bonds in excess 
of $10.000. 


"It would be preposterous," he said, 


"to say that there are only"22,500 men, 
women and corporations in America 
able to lend more than $10,000 each 
:o their Government in Liberty bonds." 


Mr. McAdoo also condemned the 


practice of "swindlers and unscrupu- 
lous and unpatriotic people who, con- 
trary to the urgent request of the 
Treasury 
Department, 
had induced 


holders of Liberty bonds to exchange 
them for stocks or investments of 
doubtful value." He pointed out that 
these operations forced the Treasury 
to buy the bonds thus thrown upon 
the market in order to protect the 
market and the credit of the Govern- 
ment. 


"Thus the Treasury available re- 


sources from the loan," he declared, 
"are depleted and forced in unworthy 
channels, oftentimes in wildcat enter- 
prises, to the injury of the'American 
people and to the detriment of the 
war. We must create a healthy pub 
lie opinion which will reprehend such 
practices. 
We must provide the ma- 


chinery and the means through which 
those who have- to sell their bonds 
may do so and get the highest pos 
sible price for them, while at the same 
time protecting the innocent investor.' •

Baked Bananas.—Pull down a sec- 


tion of the skin of each banana, loosen 
the pulp, remove the coarse threads 
and return the pulp to the skin, lay 
the fruit thus prepared in a saucepan 
and bake in a hot oven until the skins 
are 
blackened. 
Remove the pulp 


from the skins, bend in a half circle 
and place on a serving dibh. Sprinkle 
with powdered sugar 
and chopped 


nuts as a dessert; or pour over a jelly 
sauce. Melt half a cupful of currant 
jelly, add a half-cupful of sugar and 
cook live minutes, then stir in a tea- 
spoonful of cornstarch, made smooth 
with a little water; cook five minutes 
and add a tablespoonful of butter and 
n teaspoonful of lemon juice. 


Fruit Cocktails.—To six tablespoon

and three pints of vinegar. Add the 
sugar to the vinegar and when scalding 
hot pour over "the vegetables.

Ripe Cucumber Chowder. — Grate 


twelve large, ripe cucumbers and three 
onions; press the pulp dry, then add 
one chopped red pepper; salt and pep- 
per to taste, with vinegar to make the 
mixture as thick as prepared horserad- 
ish.

The telegraphic instructions 
sent to local health officers will fully cov 
er the matter." In an extended warning 
to the people of ths state Dr. Royer urgec 
that they stay in the sunshine as much 
as possible and get fresh air. Local health 
authorities are being directed to ac 
promptly.

All taxes shall be uniform, upon the 
same class of subjects, within the terri- 
torial limits of the authority levying tha 
td-x, and shall be levied and collected 
under general laws, and the subjects of 
of taxatio'n may be classified for the pur- 
pose of levying graded or progressive 
taxes; but the General Assembly may, ' 
by general laws, exempt from taxation 
public property used for public purposes, 
actual places of religious worship, places 
of burial not used or held for private or 
corporate profit, and institutions of pure- 
ly public charity. 
Section 2. Said proposed amendment 
shall be submitted to the qualified elect- 
ors of the State, at the general election 
to be held on Tuesday next following the 
first Monday of November in the year 
nineteen hundred and nineteen, for the 
purpose of deciding upon the approval 
and ratification or the rejection of said 
amendment. Said election shall be open- 
ed, held and closed upon said election 
day, at the places and within the hours 
at and within which said election -Is di- 
rected to be opened, held and closed, and 
in accordance with the provisions of tha 
laws ot Pennsylvania governing elections 
and amendments thereto. 
Such amend- 
ment shall be printed upon the ballots 
in the form and manner prescribed by 
the election laws of Pennsylvania, and 
shall in all respects conform to the re- 
quirement of such laws.

CHAPTER XVI—Continued. 
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From the kitchen you could walk 


Directly into the cow-barn, where two 
cows were kept, and this, as I have 
pointed out before, is the usual con- 
stryr_-tion of the poorer Belgian houses. 


I could not make out why the caller 


seemed to be so antagonistic to me, 
and yet I am sure he was arguing with 
the family against me. Perhaps the 
fact that I wasn't wearing wooden 
shoes—I doubt whether I could have 
obtained a pair big enough for me—• 
had convinced him that I was not 
really a Belgian, because there was 
nothing about 
me 
otherwise which 


could have given him that idea. 


At that time, and I suppose It is 


true today, about 94 per cent of the 
people 
in 
Belgium 
were 
wearing 


wooden shoes. Among the peasants I 
don't believe I ever saw any other 
kind of footwear and they are more 
common there than they are in Hol- 
land. The Dutch wear them more on 
account of a lack of leather. I was 
told that during the coming year prac- 
tically all the peasants and poorer 
people in Gennany, too, will adopt 
wooden shoes for farm work, as that 
is one direction in which wood can be 
substituted for leather without much 
loss. 


When the young man left, I left 


shortly afterwards, ns I was not at 
all comfortable about what his inten- 
tions were regarding me. For' all I 
knew he might have gone to notify 
the German authorities that there was 
a strange man in the vicinity—more 
perhaps to protect his friends from 
suspicion of having aided me than to 
injure me. 


• At any rate, I was not going to take 
any chances and I £ot out of that 
neighborhood as rapidly as I could. 


That night found me right on the 


frontier of Holland. 


CHAPTER XVI1. 


Getting Through the Lines. 


Waiting until it was quite dark, I 


fnade my way carefully through a 
field and eventually came to the much 
dreaded barrier. 


It was all that I had heard about it. 


Every foot of the border line between 
Belgium and Holland is protected in 
precisely the same manner. It is there 
to serve three purposes-: first, to pre- 
vent the Belgians from escaping into 
Holland; second to keep enemies, like 
myself, from making their way to free- 
dom ; and third, to prevent desertions 
on the part of Germans themselves. 
One look was enough to convince any 
one that it probably accomplished all 
three objects about as well as any con- 
trivance could, and one look was all I 
got of-it that nighf, for while I lay 
on my stomach gazing at the forbid- 
ding structure I heard tha measured 
stride of a German sentry advancing 
towards me and I crawled away as 
fast as I possibly could, determined 
to spend the night somewhere in the 
fields and make another and more 
careful survey the following night. 


The view I had obtained, however, 


was sufficient to convince me that the 
pole-vault idea was out of the ques- 
tion even if I had a pole and was a 
proficient 
pole-vaulter. 
The 
three 


fences covered a span of at least twelve 
feet and to clear the last barbed wire 
fence it would be necessary to vault 
n<St only at least ten feet high, but at 
least fourteen feet wide, with the cer- 
"tain knowledge that to touch the elec- 
trically charged fence meant instant 
death. 
There would be no second 


chance if you came a. cropper the first 
time. 


The stilt idea was also impractica- 


ble because of the lack of suitable 
timber and tools with which to con- 
struct the stilts. 


It seemed to me that the best thing 


to do was travel up and down the line 
a bit in the hope that some spot might 
be discovered where conditions were 
more favorable, although I don't know 
just what I 
expected along 
those 


lines. 


It was mighty disheartening to real- 


iza that only a few feet away lay cer- 
tain liberty and that the only things 
preventing me from reaching it were 
three confounded fences. I thought of 
my mnchino and wished that some 
kind fairy would set it in front of me 
for just one minute. 


I spent the night in a clump of 


bushes and kept in hiding most of the 
next da*y, only going abroad for an 
hour or two in the middle of the day 
to Intercept some Belgian peasant 
and bog for food. The Belgians in this 
section were naturally very much 
afraid of the Germans and I fared 
badly. In nearly every house German 
soldiers were quartered and it was 
out of the question for me to apply 
for food in that direction. The prox- 
imity of the border made everyone 
eye each other with more or less sus- 
picion and I soon came to the conclu- 
sion that the safest thing I could do 
was to live on raw vegetables which I 
could steal from the fields at night as 
I had previously done. 
. That night I made another survey 
of the barrier in that vicinity, but it 
looked just as hopeless as it had the 
night before and I concluded that I 
only wMted mj time there. 
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I spent the night wandering north, 


guided by the North Star which had 
served me so faithfully in all my trav- 
eling. Every mile or two I would make 
my wr.y carefully to the barrier to see 
if conditions were any better, but it 
seemed to~be the same all along. I felt 
like a wild animal in a cage, with 
about as much chance of getting out. 


The section of the country in which 


I was now wandering was very heavily 
wooded and there was really no very 
great difficulty in keeping myself con- 
cealed, which I did all day long, striv- 
ing all the time to think of some way 
in which I could 
circumvent 
that 


cursed barrier. 


The idea of a huge stepladder oc- 


curred to me, but I searched hour after 
hour in vain for lumber or fallen trees 
out of-which I could construct one. If 
I could only obtain something which 
WQuld enable me to reach a point 
about nine feet in the air it would be 
a 
comparatively simple matter to 


jump from that point over the electric 
fence. 


Then I thought that perhaps I could 


construct a simple ladder and lean it 
against one of the posts upon which 
the electric wires were strung, climb to 
the top and then leap over, getting 
over the barbed wire fences in the 
same way. 


This seemed to be the most'likely 


plan and all night long I sat construct- 
ing a ladder for this purpose. 


I was fortunate enough to find a 


number of fallen pine trees from ten 
to twenty feet long. I selected two of 
them which seemed sufficiently strong 
and broke off all the branches, which 
I used as rungs, tying them to the 
poles with grass and strips from my 
handkerchef and shirt as best I 
could. 


It was not a very 
workmanlike 


locking ladder . when 
I finally got 


through with it. I leaned it against 
a tree to test it and it wobbled consid- 
erably. It was more like a rope lad- 
der than a wooden one, but I strength- 
ened it here and there and decided 
that it would probably serve the pur- 
pose. 


I kept the ladder in the woods all 


day and could hardly wait until dark 
to make the supreme test. If it proved 
successful my troubles 
were 
over; 


within a few hours I would be in a 
neutral country out of all danger. If 
I failed—I dismissed the idea sum- 
marily. There was no use worrying 
about failure; the thing to do was to 
succeed. 


The few hours that were to pass 


before night came ori seemed endless, 
but I utilized them to re-enforce my 
ladder, tying the rungs more securely 
vith long grass which I picked in the 
woods. 


At last night came, and with my 


ladder in hand I made for the barrier. 
In front of it there was a cleared 
space of about one hundred yards, 
which had been prepared to make the 
work of the guards easier in watch- 
ing it. 


I waited in the neighborhood until I 


heard the sentry pass the spot where I 
was in hiding and then I hurried 
across the clearing, shoved my ladder 
under the barbed wire and endeav- 
ored to follow it. My clothing caught 
in the wire, but I wrenched myself 
clear and crawled to the electric bar- 
rier. 


My plan was to place the ladder 


against one of the posts, climb up to 
the top and then jump. There would 
be a fall of nine or ten feet, and I 
might possibly sprain an ankle or 
break my log, but if that was all that 
stood between me and freedom I 
wasn't going to stop to consider it. 


I put my ear to the ground to listen 


for the coming of the sentry. 
There 


was not a sound. Eagerly but care- 
fully I placed the ladder against the 
post and started up. Only a few feet 
separated me from liberty, and my 
heart beat fast. 


I had climbed perhaps three rungs 


of my ladder when I became aware 
of an unlooked for difficulty. 


The ladder was slipping. 
Just as I took the next rung, the 


ladder slipped, came in contact with 
the live wire, and the current passed 
through the wet sticks and into my 
body. 
There was a blue flash, my 


hold on the ladder relaxed and I fell 
heavily to the ground unconscious. 


Of course, I had not received the 


full force of the current or I would 
not now be here. I must have re- 
mained unconscious for a few mo- 
ments, but I came-to just in time to 
hear the German guard coming, and 
the thought came to me if I didn't get 
that ladder concealed at once he would 
see it even though, fortunately for me, 
it was an unusually dark night. 


I pulled the ladder out of his path 


and lay down flat on the ground not 
povon feet away from his feet. He 
passed so close that I could have 
pushed the ladder out and tripped 
him up. 


It occurred to me that I could have 


climbed back under the barbed wire 
fence nnd waited for the sentry to re- 
turn and then felled him with n blow 
on the head, as he had no idea, of 
course, that there was anyone in the 
vicinity. 
I wouldn't have hesitated 


to take life, because my 9nly thought 
was to get into Holland, but I thought 


that as long as he didn't bother me 
perhaps the safest thing to do was not 
to bother him, but to continue my ef- 
forts during his periodic absence. 


His beat at this point was apparent- 


ly fairly long and allowed me more 
time to work than I had hoped for. 


My mishap with the ladder had con- 


vinced me that my escape in that way 
was not feasible. The shock that I 
had received had unnerved me and I 
was afraid to risk it again, particu- 
larly as I realized that I had fared 
more fortunately than I could hope 
to again if I met with a similar mis- 
hap. 
There was no way of making 


that ladder hold and I gave up the idea 
of using it. 


I was now right in front of this 


electric barrier and ns I studied it I 
saw another way of getting by. If I 
couldn't get over it, what was the 
matter with getting under it? 


The bottom wire was only two 


inches from the ground and, of course, 
I couldn't touch it, but my plan was 
to dig underneath it and then crawl 
through the hole ia the ground. 


I had only my hands to dig with, 


but I went at it with a will and fortu- 
nately the ground was not very hard. 


When I had dug about six inches, 


making a distance in all of eight 
inches from the lowest electric wire. 
I came to an underground wire. 
I 


knew enough about electricity to real- 
ize that this wire could not be charged, 
as it was in contact with the ground, 
but still there was not room between 
the live wire and this underground 
wire for me to crawl through, and I 
£ther had to go back or dig deep 
enough under this wire to crawl under 
it or else pull it up. 


This underground wire was about 


as big around as a lead pencil and 
there was no chance of breaking it. 
The jack-knife I had had at the start 
of my travels I had long since lost 
and even 'if I had had something to 
hammer with, the noise would have 
made the method impracticable. 


I went on digging. When the total 


distance between the live wire and the 
bottom of the hole I had dug was 
thirty inches, I took hold of the ground 
wire and pulled on it with all my 
strength. 


It wouldn't budge. It was stretched 


taut across the narrow ditch I had 
dug—about fourteen inches wide— 
and all the tugging didn't serve to 
loosen it. 


I was just about to give up in de- 


spair when a staple gave way in the 
nearest post. That enabled me to pull 
the wire through the ground a little 
and I renewed my efforts. 
After a 


moment or two of pulling as I had 
never pulled in my life before, a 
staple on the next post gave way, 
and my work became easier. I had 
more leeway now and 
pulled and 


pulled again until in all eight staples 
had given way. 


Every time a staple gave way, it 


sounded in my ears like the report of 
a gun, although I suppose it didn't 
really make very much noise. Never- 
fheless, each time I would put my ear 
to the ground to listen for the guard. 
If I heard him I would stop working 
and lie perfectly still in th?. dark till 
he had gone by. 


By pulling on the wire, I was now 


able to drag it through the ground 
enough^ to place it back from 
the 


fence and go on digging. 


The deeper I went the harder be- 


came the work, because by this time 
my finger nails were broken and I 
was nervous—afraid every moment 
that I would touch the charged wire. 


I kept at it. however, with my mind 


constantly on the hole I was digging 
and the liberty which was almost with- 
in my reach. 


Finally I figured that I had enough 


space to crawl through and still leave 
a couple of inches between my back 
and the live wire. 


Before I went under that wire I no- 


ticed that the lace which the Belgian 
wToman had given me as a souvenir 
made my pocket bulge, and lest it 
might be the innocent means of elec- 
trocuting me by touching the live wire, 
I took it out, rolled it up and threw it 
over the barrier first. 


Then I lay down on my stomach and 


crawled or rather writhed under the 
wire like a snake, with my feet first, 
and there wasn't any question of my 
hugging mother earth as closely as 
possible because I realized that even 
to touch the wire above me with my 
back meant instant death. 


Anxious as I was to got on the other 


side, I didn't hurry this operation, i 
feared that there might be some little 
detail that I had overlooked and I ex- 
ercised the greatest possible care In 
going under, 
taking 
nothing 
for 


granted. 


When I finally got through and 


straightened up, there were still sev- 
eral feet of Belgium between me and 
liberty, represented by the six feet 
which separated the electric barrier 
from the last barbed wire fence, but 
before I went another step I went 
down on my knees and thanked God 
for my long series of escapes and es- 
pecially for this Jast achievement, 
which seemed to me to be about all 
that was necessary to bring me free- 
dom. 


Then I crawled under the barbed 
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wire fence and breathed the free air of 
Holland. 
I had no clear idea just 


where I was and I didn't care much. 
I was out of the power of the Germans 
and that was enough; I had walked 
perhaps a hundred yards, when I re- 
membered the lace I had thrown over 
the barrier, and dangerous ns I real- 
ized the undertaking to be, I deter- 
mined to walk back and get it. This 
necessitated my going back onto Bel- 
gian soil again, but it seemed a shame 
to leave the lace there, and by exor- 
cising a little care I figured I could 
get it easily enough. 


When I came to the spot at which I 


had made my way under the barbed 
wire, I put my ear to the ground and 
listened for the sentry. I heard him 
coming and lay prone on the ground 
till he had passed. 
The fact that he 


might observe the hole in the ground 
or the ladder occurred to me as I lay 
there, and it seemed like an age be- 
fore he finally marched out of ear- 
shot. Then I went under the barbed 
wire again, retrieved the lace and once 
again made my way to Dutch terri- 
tory. 


It does not take long to describe tho 


events just referred to, but the inci- 
dents themselves consumed 
several 


hours in all. To dig the hole must 
have taken me more than two hours 
and I had to stop frequently to hide 
while tho sentry passed. Many times, 
indeed, I thought I heard him coming 
and stopped my work and then dis- 
covered that it wns only my imagina- 
tion. I certainly suffered enough that 
night to last me a lifetime. With a 
German guard on one side, death from 
electrocution on the other, and starva- 
tion staring me in the face, my plight 
was anything but a comfortable one. 


It was on the 19th of November, 


1917, when I got through the wire. I 
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Heard the GerrSan Guard Coming. 


had made my leap from the train on 
September 0th. Altogether, therefore, 
just seventy-two days had elapsed 
since I escaped from the Huns. If I 
live to be as old as Methusal<;li, I never 
expect to live through another sev- 
enty-two days so crammed full of in- 
cident and hazard and lucky escape.

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CHAPTER XVIII. 


Experiences in Holland. 


But I was not 
quite out of 


woods. 


I now knew that I was in Holland, 


but just where I had no idea. I walked 
for about thirty minutes and came to 
a path leading to the right, and I had 
proceeded along it but a few hundred 
yards when I saw in front of me a 
fence exactly like the one I had 
crossed. 


"This is funny," I said to myself. "I 


didn't know the Dutch had a fence, 
too." I advanced to the fence and 
examined it closely, and judge of my 
astonishment when I saw beyond it a 
nine-foot fence 
apparently 
holding 


live wires exactly like the one which 
had nearly been the death of me! 


I had very little time to conjecture 


what it all meant, for just then I 
heard a guard coming. He was walk- 
ing so fast that I was sure it was a 
Dutch sentry, as the HUPS walk much 
slower. 


I was so bewildered, however, that 


I decided to take no chances, and as 
the rond was fairly good I wandered 
down it and awny from that mysteri- 
ous fence. About half a mile down I 


could soe the light of a sentry sta- 
tion and I thought I would go there 
and tell my story to the sentries, real- 
izing that as I was unarmed it was 
perfectly safe for me to announce 
myself to the Dutch authorities. 
I 


could be Interned only if I entered 
Holland under arms. 


As I approached the sentry box I 


noticed throe men In gray uniforms, 
the regulation Dutch color. I was on 
the vor^o of >houting to thorn whon 
the thought struck mo that there was 
just a chance I might be mistaken, 
as the Gorman uniforms were the 
same color, and I had suffered too 
many privations and too many narrow 
escapes to lose all at this time by 
jumping at conclusions. 


I had just turned off the road to go 


back into some bushes whou out of 
the darknoss I heard that dread Ger- 
man command : 


"Halt I Halt I'- 
ll o didn't need to holler twice. I 


heard and heeded the first time. Then 
I hoard another man come running up, 
and there was considerable talking, 
but whether they wore Germans or 
Hollanders I was still uncertain. Ho 
evidently thought someone was on the 
other side of the fence. 


Finally I heard ono of thorn laugh 


and saw him walk hack to tho sentry 
station where tho guard was billeted, 
and I crawled a little noaror to try to 
make out just what it meant. I had 
begun to think it was all a night- 
mare. 


Between myself and the light in the 


sentry station, 
I then 
noticed the 


stooping figure of a man bending over 
as if to conceal himself and on his 
head was the spiked helmet of a Ger- 
man soldier! 


I knew then what another narrow 


escape I had had, for I am quite sure 
he would have shot me without cere- 
mony if I had foolishly made myself 
known. I would have been burled at 
once and no one would have been any 
wiser, even though, technically speak- 
ing, I was on neutral territory and im- 
mune from capture or attack. 


This new shock only served to be- 


wilder me more. 
I was completely 


lost. There seemed to be frontier bo- 
hind me and frontier in front of me. 
Evidently, however, what had hap- 
pened was that I had lost my sense 
of direction and had wandered in the 
arc of a circle, returning to the same 
fence that I had been .so long in get- 
ting through. This solution of! the 
mystery came to me suddenly and I at 
once searched the landscape for some- 
thing in the way of a landmark to 
guide 
me. 
For 
once 
my 
faithful 


friend, the North Star, had failod me. 
The sky was pitch black and there 
wasn't a star in the heavens. 


In the distance, at about what ap- 


peared to be 
1 about throe miles away, 


but v\hich turned out to be six, I could 
discern the lights ofw:i village, and I 
knew it must be a Dutch village, as 
lights are not allowed in Belgium in 
that indiscriminate way. 


My course was now clear. I would 


make a beeline for that village. Before 
I had gone very far I found myself in 
a marsh or swamp and I turned back 
a little, hoping to find a bettor path. 
Finding none, I retraced my stops 
and kept straight ahead, determined 
to reach that village at all costs and 
to swerve neither to the right or left 
until I got there. 
| 


One moment I would be in water up ' 


to my knees and the next I would sink • 
in mud clear up to my waist. I paid 
no attention to my condition. It was 
merely a repetition of what I had gone 
through many times before, but this 
timo I had a definite goal and once I 
reached it I knew my troubles would 
be over. 


It took me perhaps three hours to 


reach firm ground. The path I struck 
led to within half a mile of the village. 
I shall never forget that path; it was 
almost as welcome to my feet as the 
opposite bunk of the Mouse had 
seemed 


The first habitation I came to was a 


little workshop with a bright light 
shining outside. It must have been 
after midnight, but the people inside 
were apparently just quitting work. 
There were three men and two boys 
engaged in making wooden shoes. 


It wasn't necessary for me to ox- 


plain to them that I was a refugee, 
oven if I had been able to speak their 
language. I was caked with mud up 
to my shoulders and I suppose my face 
intKt have recorded some of the ex- 
lierioiifc's I had gone through that 
momoiablo night. 


"I want the British consul!" I told 


them. 


Apparently they didn't understand, 


but one- of tin-in volunteered to con- 
duct n:o to the village. They seemed 
to be only too anxious to do all they 
could for mo; evidently they realized 
I was a British soldier. 


It was very late when my compan- 


ion finally escorted me into the vil- 
lage, but he aroused some people he 
knew 
from 
their 
beds 
and 
they 


dressed and came down to feed me. 


The family consisted of an old lady 


and her husband and a son, who was a 
soldier In the Dutch army. The cold 
shivers ran down my back while he sat 
beside me, because every now and 
again X caught a g'lrapse of his gray 


uniform and It resembled very much 
that of the German soldiers. 


Some of the neighbors, aroused by 


the commotion, got up to see what it 
was all about, and came in and 
watched while I ate the meal those 
good Dutch people prepared for me. 
Ordinarily I suppose I would 
have 


been embarrassed with so many peo- 
ple, staring at me while I ate aa 
though I wore some strange animal 
that has just been captured, but just 
then I was too famished to notice or 
care very much what other people did. 


There will always be a warm place 


in my heart for the Dutch people. 
I 


had heard lots of persons say that 
they were not inclined to help refu- 
gees, but my experionee did not bear 
those reports out. They certainly did 
more for me than I ever expected. 


I had a little German money left, 


but as the value of German money 13 
only about half in Holland, I didn't 
have enough to pay the fare to Rot- 
terdam, which was my next objective. 
It was due to the generosity of these 
people th it I -uas able to reach the 
British ouiisul as quickly as I did. 
Some day I hope to return to Holland 
and repay 
o\ ory single 
soul who 


played the part of the good Samari- 
tan to me. 


With the money that these people 


gave me I was able to get a third- 
class ticket to Rotterdam, nnd I was 
Klad that I didn't have to travel first- 
class, for I would have looked as much 
out of place in a first-class carriage 
as a Hun would appear in heaven. 


That night I slept in the house of 


my Dutch friends, where they fixed 
mo up most comfortably. In the morn- 
ing they gave me breakfast and then 
escorted me to the station. 


While I was waiting at the station 


a crowd gathered round me and soon 
it seemed as if the -\\hole town had 
turned out to get a look at me. It was 
very embarrassing, particularly as I 
could give them no information re- 
garding the cause of my condition, al- 
though, of eour.se. they all know that 
I was a refugee from Belgium. 


As the train pulled out of the-sta- 


tion, the crowd gave a loud cheer and 
the tears almost came to my eyes as 
I contrasted in my mind the conduct 
of this crowd and the ono that had 
gathered at tho station in Ghent when 
I had departed a prisoner en route 
for the reprisal camp. I breathed a 
siirh of relief as I thought of that re- 
prisal camp and how fortunate I had 
really been, despite all my sufferings, 
to have escaped it. Now, at any rate, 
I was a free man and I would soon be 
sending homo the joyful nows that I 
had made good my escape! 


At EinhoftVn t\\o Dutch officers got 


into the compartment with me. They 
looked at mo v, ith very much disfavor, 
not knowing, of course, that I was a 
British oiiicer. My clothes were still 
pretty much in the 
condition they 


were when I crossed tho border, al- 
though I had boon ablo to scrape off 
some of tho mud I had collected the 
ni.'ht before. 
I had not shaved nor 


trimmed my board for many days, 
and. I must have presented a sorry 
appearance. 
I 
could 
hardly blame 


them for edging away from me. 


The trip from Einhoffen to Rotter- 


dam pulsed without special incident. 
At various stations passengers would 
;- 
r<-t in the compartment and, observ- 
ing my unusual appearance, would 
endeavor to start a conversation with. 
me. 
None of them spoke English, 


however, and they had to use their 
own imagination us to my identity. 


When I arrived at Rotterdam 1 


asked a policeman who stood in front 
of the station where I could find the 
British consul, but I could not make 
him understand. 1 next applied to a 
taxicab driver. 


"English 
consul—British 
consul—• 


American consul—French consul I" I 
said, hoping that if he didn't under- 
stand one he might recognize an- 
other. 


He eyed me with suspicion and mo- 


tioned me to get In and drove off. I 
had no idea where he was taking me, 
but after a quarter of an hour's ride ho 
brought up in front of the British 
consul. 
Never before was I so glad 


to sec tho Union Jack !

From the kitchen you could walk 
directly into the cow-barn, whore two 
cows were kept, and this, as I have 
pointed out before, is the usual con­ 
struction of the poorer Belgian houses, 
I could not make out why the caller 
seemed to be so antagonistic to mo, 
and yet I am sure he was arguing with 
the family against me. 
Perhaps the 
fact that I wasn’t wearing wooden 
shoes—I doubt whether I could have 
obtained a pair big enough for me— 
had convinced him that I was not 
really a Belgian, because there was 
nothing about 
me 
otherwise which 
could have given him that idea. 
At that time, and I suppose it is 
true today, about 94 per cent of the 
people 
in 
Belgium 
were 
wearing 
wooden shoes. Among the peasants I 
don’t believe I ever saw any other 
kind of footwear and they are more 
common there than they are in Hol­ 
land. The Dutch wear them more on 
account of a lack of leather. 
I was 
told that during the coming year prac­ 
tically all the peasants and poorer 
people in Germany, too, will adopt 


I spent the night wandering north, 
guided by the North Star which had 
served me so faithfully in all my trav­ 
eling. Every mile or two I would make 
my way carefully to the barrier to see 
if conditions were any better, but it 
seemed to’bo the same all along. I felt 
like a wild animal in n 
cage, with 
about as much chance of getting out. 
The section of the country In which 
I was now wandering was very heavily 
wooded and there was really no very 
great difficulty in keeping myself con­ 
cealed, which I did all day long, striv­ 
ing all the time to think of some way 
in which I could 
circumvent 
that 
cursed barrier. 
The idea of a huge stepladder oc­ 
curred to me, but I searched hour after 
hour in vain for lumber or fallen trees 
out of which I could construct one. If 
I could only obtain something which 
WQUld enable me to reach a point 
about nine feet in the air it would be 
a 
comparatively simple matter to 
jump from that point over the electric 
fence. 
Then I thought that perhaps I could 
construct a simpl6 ladder and lean It 
against one of the posts upon which 
wooden shoos for farm work, as that the electric wires were strung, climb to 
Is one direction in which wood can bo 
substituted for leather without much 
loss. 
When the young 
man 
left, I left 
shortly afterwards, as I was not at 
all comfortable about what his inten­ 
tions were regarding me. 
For* all I 
knew he might have gone to notify 
the German authorities that there was 
a strange man in tiie vicinity—more 
perhaps to protect his friends from 
suspicion of having aided me than to 
injure me. 
At any rate, I was not going to take 
any chances and I got out of that 
neighborhood as rapidly as I could. 
That night found me right on the 
frontier of Holland. 


CHAPTER XVII. 


Getting Through the Lines. 
Waiting until it was quite dark, I 
made my way carefully through a 
field and eventually came to the much 
dreaded barrier. 
It was all that I had heard about it. 
Every foot of the border line between 
Belgium and Holland Is protected in 
precisely the same manner. It is there 
to serve three purposes*: first, to pre­ 
vent the Belgians from escaping into 
Holland; second to keep enemies, like 
myself, from making their way to free­ 
dom ; and third, to prevent desertions 
on the part of Germans themselves. 
One look was enough to convince any 
one that it probably accomplished all 
three objects about as well as any con­ 
trivance could, and one look was all I 
£ot o f4 t that night, for while I lay 
on my stomach gazing at the forbid­ 
ding structure I heard the measured 
stride of a German sentry advancing 
towards me and I crawled away as 
fast as I possibly could, determined 
to spend the night somewhere in the 
fields and make another and more 
careful survey the following night. 
The view I had obtained, however, 
was sufficient to convince me that the 
pole-vault idea was out of the ques­ 
tion even Jf I had a pole and was a 
proficient 
pole-vaulter. 
The 
three 
fences covered a span of at least twelve 
feet and to clear the last barbed wire 
fence it would be necessary to vault 
n<5t only at least ten feet high, but at 
least fourteen feet wide, with the cer­ 
tain knowledge that to touch the elec­ 
trically charged fence meant instunt 
death. 
There would be no second 
chance if you camg a. cropper the first 
time. 
The stilt idea was also impractica­ 
ble because of the lack of suitable 
timber and tools with which to con­ 
struct the stilts. 
It seemed to me that the best thing 
to do was travel up and down the line 
a bit In the hope that some spot might 
1)0 discovered where conditions were 
more favorable, although I don’t know 
just what I 
expected along 
those 
lines. 
It was mighty disheartening to real­ 
izo, that only a few feet away lay cer­ 
tain liberty and that the only things 
preventing me from reaching it were 
three confounded fences. I thought of 
jny machine and wished that some 
kind fairy would set it in front of me 
for just one minute. 
I spent the night in a clump of 
bushes and kept in hiding most of the 
next day, only going abroad for an 
hour or two in the middle of the day 
to Intercept some Belgian peasant 
and beg for food. The Belgians in this 
section were naturally very much 
afraid of the Germans and I fared 
badly. In nearly eveiy house German 
soldiers were quartered and it was 
out of the question for me to apply 
for food in that direction. The prox­ 
imity of the border made everyone 
eye each other with more or less sus­ 
picion and I soon came to the conclu­ 
sion that the safest thing I could do 
was to Jive on raw vegetables which I 
could steal from the fields at night as 
I had previously done. 
That night I made another survey 
of the barrier in that vicinity, but it 
looked just as hopeless as it had the 
night before and I concluded that I 
only wasted iny time tt*re. 


the top and then leap over, getting 
over the barbed wire fences in the 
same way. 
This seemed to be the most‘likely 
plan and all night long I sat construct­ 
ing a ladder for this purpose. 
I was fortunate enough to find a 
number of fallen pine trees from ten 
to twenty feet long. I selected two of 
them which seemed sufficiently strong 
and broke off all the branches, which 
I used as rungs, tying them to the 
poles with grass and strips from my 
handkcrchcf and 
shirt as best I 
could. 
It was not a very workmanlike 
lenoking ladder . when 
I finally got 
through with it. 
I leaned it against 
a tree to test it and It wobbled consid­ 
erably. It was more like a rope lad­ 
der than a wooden one, but I strength­ 
ened it here and there and decided 
that it would probably serve the pur­ 
pose. 
I kept the ladder in the w’oods all 
day and could hardly wait until dark 
to make the supreme test. If it proved 
successful my troubles were over; 
within a few hours I would bo In a 
neutral country out of all danger. If 
I failed—I dismissed the idea sum­ 
marily. There was no use worrying 
about failure; the thing to do was to 
succeed. 
The few hours that were to pass 
before night came on seemed endless, 
but I utilized them to re-enforce my 
ladder, tying the rungs more securely 
with long grass which I picked in the 
woods. 
At last night came, and with my 
ladder in hand I made for the barrier. 
In front of it there was a cleared 
space of about one hundred yards, 
which had been prepared to make the 
work of the guards easier in watch­ 
ing it. 
I waited in the neighborhood until I 
heard the sentry pass the spot where I 
was in hiding and then I hurried 
across the clearing, shoved my ladder 
under the barbed wire and endeav­ 
ored to follow it. My clothing caught 
in the wire, but I wrenched myself 
clear and crawled to the electric bar­ 
rier. 
My plan was to place the ladder 
against one of the posts, climb up to 
the top and then jump. There would 
be a fall of nine or ten feet, and I 
might possibly sprain an ankle or 
break my leg, but if that was all that 
stood between me and freedom I 
wasn’t going to stop to consider it. 
I put my ear to the ground to listen 
for the coming of the sentry. 
There 
was not a sound. 
Eagerly but care­ 
fully I placed the ladder against the 
post and started up. Only a few feet 
separated me from liberty, and my 
heart beat fast. 
I had climbed perhaps three rungs 
of my ladder when I became aware 
of an unlooked for difficulty. 
The ladder was slipping, 
Just as I took the next rung, the 
ladder slipped, came in contact with 
the live wire, and the current passed 
through the wet sticks and into my 
body. 
There was a blue flash, my 
hold on the ladder relaxed and I fell 
heavily to the ground unconscious. 
Of course, I had not received the 
full force of the current or I would 
not now be here. 
I must have re­ 
mained unconscious for a few mo­ 
ments, but I came .to just in time to 
hear the German guard coming, and 
the thought came to me if I didn’t get 
that ladder concealed at once he would 
see it even though, fortunately for me, 
it was an unusually dark night. 
I pulled the ladder out of his path 
and lay down flat on the ground not 
seven feet away from his feet. He 
passed so close that I could have 
pushed the ladder out and tripped 
hi in up. 
It occurred to me that I could have 
climbed back under the barbed wire 
fence and waited for the sentry to re­ 
turn and then felled him with a blow 
on the head, as he had no idea, of 
course, that there was anyone io the 
vicinity. 
I wouldn't have hesitated 
to take life, because my enly thought 
was to get into Holland* but I thought 


that as long as he didn’t bother mo 
perhaps the safest thing to do was not 
to bother him, but to continue my ef­ 
forts during his periodic absence. 
Ills boat at this point was apparent­ 
ly fairly long and allowed me more 
time to work than I had hoped for. 
My mishap with the ladder had con­ 
vinced me that my escape in that way 
was not feasible. 
The shock that I 
had received had unnerved me and I 
was afraid to risk it again, particu­ 
larly as I realized that I had fared 
more fortunately than I could hope 
to again If I mot with a similar mis­ 
hap. 
There was no way of making 
that ladder hold and I gave up the idea 
of using it. 
I was now right in front of this 
electric barrier and ns I studied it I 
saw another way of getting by. If I 
couldn’t got over it, what was the 
matter with getting under it? 
The bottom wire was only two 
Inches from the ground and, of course, 
I couldn’t touch it, but my plan was 
to dig underneath it and then crawl 
through the hole in the ground. 
I had only my hands to dig with, 
but I went at it with a will and fortu­ 
nately the ground was not very hard. 
When I had dug about six inches, 
making a distance in all of eight 
inches from the lowest electric wire. 
I came to an underground wire. 
I 
knew enough about electricity to real­ 
ize that this wire could not be charged, 
as it was in contact with the ground, 
but still there was not room between 
the live wire and this underground 
wire for me to crawl through, and I 
<?ther had to go back or dig deep 
enough under this wire to crawl under 
it or else pull it up. 
This underground wire was about 
as big around as a lead pencil and 
there was no chance of breaking It. 
The jack-knife I had had at the start 
of my travels I had long since lost 
and even if I had had something to 
hammer with, the noise would have 
made the method impracticable. 
I went on digging. When the total 
distance between the live wire and the 
bottom of the hole I had dug was 
thirty inches, I took hold of the ground 
wire and pulled on it with all my 
strength. 
It wouldn’t budge. It was stretched 
taut across the narrow ditch I fmd 
dug—about fourteen inches wide— 
and all the tugging didn’t serve to 
loosen It. 
I was just about to give up in de­ 
spair when a staple gave way in the 
nearest post. That enabled me to pull 
the wire through the ground a little 
and I renewed my efforts. 
After a 
moment or two of pulling as I had 
never pulled in 
my life before, 
a 
staple on the next post gave way, 
and my work became easier. 
I had 
more leeway now 
and 
pulled and 
pulled again until in all eight stnples 
had given way. 
Every time a staple gave way, it 
sounded in my ears like the report of 
a gun, although I suppose it didn’t 
really make very much noise. Never­ 
theless, each time I would put my ear 
to the ground to listen for the guard. 
If I heard him I would stop working 
and lie perfectly still in th* dark till 
he had gone by. 
By pulling on the wire, I was now 
able to drag it through the ground 
onougl^ to place it back from the 
fence and go on digging. 
The deeper I went the harder be­ 
came the work, because by this time 
my finger nails were broken and I 
was nervous—afraid every moment 
that I would touch the charged wire. 
I kept at it. however, with my mind 
constantly on the hole I was digging 
and the liberty which was almost with­ 
in my reach. 
Finally I figured that I had enough 
space to crawl through and still leave 
a couple of inches between my back 
and the live wire. 
Before I went under that wire I no­ 
ticed that the lace which the Belgian 
woman had given me as a souvenir 
made my pocket bulge, and lest it 
might be the innocent means of elec­ 
trocuting me by touching the live wire, 
I took it out, rolled it up and threw it 
over the barrier first. 
Then I lay down on my stomach and 
crawled or rather writhed under the 
wire like a snake, with my feet first, 
and there wasn’t any question of my 
liuggJng mother earth as closely as 
possible because I realized that even 
to touch the wire above me with my 
back meant instant death. 
Anxious as I was to get on the other 
side, I didn’t hurry this operation, I 
feared that there might be some little 
detail that I had overlooked and I ex­ 
ercised the greatest possible care in 
going 
under, 
taking 
nothing for 
granted. 
When I finally got through and 
straightened up, there were still sev­ 
eral feet of Belgium between me and 
liberty, represented by the six feet 
which separated the electric barrier 
from the lust barbed wire fence, but 
before I went another step I went 
down on my knees and thanked God 
for my long series of escapes and es­ 
pecially for 
this last achievement, 
which seemed to me to be about ail 
that was necessary to bring me free­ 
dom. 
The* I crawled under the barbed 


wire fence and breathed the free air of 
Holland. 
I had no clear Idea just 
where I was and I didn’t care much. 
I was out of the power of the Germans 
and tlmt was enough. 
I had walked 
perhaps a hundred yards, when I re­ 
membered the lace I had thrown over 
the barrier, and dangerous as I real­ 
ized the undertaking to be, I deter­ 
mined to walk back and get it. This 
necessitated my going back onto Bel­ 
gian soil again, but It seemed a shame 
to leave the lace there, and by exer­ 
cising a little care I figured I could 
get it easily enough. 
When I came to the spot at which I 
had mado my way under the barbed 
wire, I put my ear to the ground and 
listened for the sentry. I heard him 
coming and lay prone on tho ground 
till he had passed. The fact that ho 
might observe the hole in tho ground 
or tho ladder occurred to me as I lay 
there, and it seemed liko an ago be­ 
fore he finally marched out of ear­ 
shot. Then I went under tho barbed 
wire again, retrieved tho lace and once 
again made my way to Dutch terri­ 
tory. 
It does not take long to describe tho 
events just referred to, but the Inci­ 
dents themselves consumed 
several 
hours In all. 
To dig tho hole must 
have taken me more than two hours 
and I had to stop frequently to hide 
while tho sentry passed. Many times, 
indeed, I thought I heard him coming 
and stopped my work and then dis­ 
covered that it was only my Imagina­ 
tion. 
I certainly suffered enough that 
night to last me a lifetime. With a 
German guard on one side, death from 
electrocution on the other, and starva­ 
tion staring me in the face, my plight 
was anything but a comfortable one. 
It was on the 19th of November, 
1917, when I got through the wire. I

had made my leap from the train on 
September 9th. Altogether, therefore, 
just seventy-two days had elapsed 
since I escaped from the JIuns. 
If I 
live to be as old as Methusaleli, I never 
expect to live through another sev­ 
enty-two days so crammed full of in­ 
cident and hazard and lucky escape.

CHAPTER XVIII. 


Experiences in Holland. 
But I was not 
quite out of 
woods. 
I now knew that I was in Holland, 
but just where I had no idea, I walked 
for about thirty minutes and came to 
a path leading to the right, and I had 
proceeded along it but a few hundred 
yards when I saw in front of me a 
fence exactly like the one I had 
crossed. 
“Tiiis is funny,” I said to myself. “I 
didn’t know the Dutch had a fence, 
too.” I advanced to the fence and 
examined it closely, and judge of my 
astonishment when I saw beyond it a 
nine-foot fence 
apparently 
holding 
live wires exactly like the one which 
had nearly been the death of m e! 
I had very little time to conjecture 
what it all meant, for just then 1 
heard a guard coming. He was walk­ 
ing so fast that I was sure it was a 
Dutch sentry, as the Huns walk much 
slower. 
I was so bewildered, however, that 
I decided to take no chances, and as 
the road was fairly good I wandered 
down It and away from that mysteri- 


could see tho light of a sentry sta­ 
tion and I thought I would go there 
and toll my story to tho sentries, real­ 
izing that as I was unarmed it was 
perfectly safe for me to announce 
myself to th6 Dutch authorities. 
I 
could bo Interned only if I entered 
Holland under arms. 
As I approached the sentry box I 
noticed three men In gray uniforms, 
tho regulation Dutch color. I was on 
tho verge of shouting to them when 
tho thought struck me that there was 
Just a chance I might bo mistaken, 
as tho German uulforms were tho 
same color, and I had suffered too 
many privations and too many narrow 
escapes to lose all at this time by 
jumping at conclusions. 
I had Just turned off tho road to go 
back Into some bushes when out of 
tho darkness I heard that dread Ger­ 
man command: 
“Haiti Halt!” 
lie didn’t need to holler twice. 
I 
hoard and heeded tho first time. Then 
I heard another man come running up, 
and there was considerable talking, | people t! :it I was 
but whether they were Germans or \ British « nsul as 
Hollanders I was still uncertain. He 
evidently thought someone was on the 
other side of tho fence. 
Finally I heard one of them laugh 
and saw him walk back to the sentry 
station where the guard was billeted, 
and I crawled a little nearer to try to 
make out just what It meant. 
I lmd 
begun to think it was all a night­ 
mare. 
Between myself and the light in tho 
sentry station, 
I then 
noticed the 
stooping figure of a man bending over 
as if to conceal himself and on his 
head was the spiked helmet of a Ger­ 
man soldier! 
I knew then what another narrow 
escape I had had, for I am quite sure 
he would have shot me without cere­ 
mony if I had foolishly mado myself 
known. I would have been buried at 
once and no one would have been any 
wiser, even though, technically speak­ 
ing, I was on neutral territory and im­ 
mune from capture or attack. 
This new shock only served to be­ 
wilder me more. 
I was completely 
lost. There seemed to bo frontier be­ 
hind me and frontier in front of me. 
Evidently, however, what had hap­ 
pened was that I had lost my sense 
of direction and had wandered in the 
arc of a circle, returning to the same 
fence that I had been so long in get­ 
ting through. 
This solution of tho 
mystery came to me suddenly and I at 
once searched the landscape for some­ 
thing in the way of a landmark to 
guide 
me. 
For 
once 
my faithful 
friend, the North Star, had failed me. 
The sky was pitch black and there 
wasn’t a star in the heavens. 
In the distance, at about what ap­ 
peared to be about three miles away, 
but which turned out to be six, I could 
discern the lights of a village, and I 
knew it must be a *utch village, as 
lights are not allowed in Belgium in 
that indiscriminate way. 
My course was now* clear. I would 
make a beeline for that village. Before 
I had gone very far I found myself in 
a marsh or swamp and I turned back 
a little, hoping to find a better path. 
Finding none, 
I retraced my steps 
and kept straight ahead, determined 
to reach that village at all costs and 
to swerve neither to the right or left 
until I got there. 
One moment I would be in water up 
to my knees and the next I would sink 
in mud clear up to my waist, I paid 
no attention to my condition. 
It was 
merely a repetition of what I had gone 
through many times before, but this 
time I had a definite goal and once I 
reached it I knew my troubles would 
be over. 
It took me perhaps three hours to 
reach firm ground. The path I struck 
led to within half a mile of the village, 
I shall never forget that path; it was 
almost as welcome to my feet as the 
opposite bank of the Meuse had 
seemed 
The first habitation I came to was a 
little workshop with a bright light 
shining outside. 
It must have been 
after midnight, but the people inside 
were apparently just quitting work. 
There were three men and two boys 
engaged in making wooden shoes. 
It wasn’t necessary for me to ex­ 
plain to them that I was a refugee, 
even if I had been able to speak their 
language. I was caked with mud up 
to my shoulders and I suppose my face 
must have recorded some of the ex­ 
periences I had gone through that 
memorable night. 
*i want the British consul!” I told 
them. 
Apparently they didn’t understand, 
but one of them volunteered to con­ 
duct me to the village. They seemed 
to be only too anxious to do all they 
c«>uld for me; evidently they realized 
I was a British soldier. 
It was very late when my compan­ 
ion finally escorted me into the vil­ 
lage, but he aroused some people he 
knew 
from 
their 
beds 
and 
they 
dressed and came down to feed me. 
The family consisted of an old lady 
and her husband and a son, who was a 
soldier Jn the Dutch army. The eold 
shivers run down my back while he sat 
beside me, because every now and 
out fence. About half a aUle down I ] again I caught a gUrapse of his gray 


uniform and it resembled very much 
that of tho Gorman soldiers. 
Some of tho neighbors, aroused by 
tho commotion, got up to see what it 
was all about, and cnmo in and 
watched while I ato tho meal those 
good Dutch people prepared for me. 
Ordinarily I suppose I would lmvo 
boon embarrassed with so many peo­ 
ple staring at mo while I ato as 
though I wore some strange animal 
that has just boon captured, but Just 
then I was too famished to notice or 
care very much what other people did. 
There will always bo a warm place 
in my heart for the Dutch people. 
I 
had heard lots of persons say that 
they were not Inclined to help refu­ 
gees, but my oxporlonco did not bear 
these reports out. They certainly did 
more for me than I over expected, 
I had a Httlo German money left, 
but as tho value of German money Is 
only about half in Holland, I didn't 
have enough to pay the faro to Rot­ 
terdam, which was my next objective. 
It was due to the generosity of theso 
able to reach tho 
quickly as I did. 
Some day I hope to return to Holland 
and repay 
every single 
soul who 
played the part of the good Samari­ 
tan to me. 
With the money that these people 
gave me I was able to get a third- 
class ticket to Rotterdam, and I was 
glad that I didn’t have to travel first- 
class, for I would have looked as much 
out of place in a first-class carriage 
as a Hun would appear In heaven. 
That night I slept in the house of 
my Dutch friends, where they fixed 
m e up m ost comfortably. In the morn­ 
ing they gave me breakfast and then 
escorted me to the station. 
While I was waiting at the station 
a crowd gathered round me and soon 
it seemed as if the whole town had 
turned out to get a look at me. It was 
very embarrassing, particularly as I 
could give them no information re­ 
garding the cause of my condition, al­ 
though, of course, they all knew that 
I was a refugee from Belgium. 
As the train pulled out of the «sta­ 
tion, the crowd gave a loud cheer and 
the tears almost came to my eyes as 
I contrasted in my mind the conduct 
of this crowd and the one» that had 
gathered at the station in Ghent when 
I had departed a prisoner en route 
for the reprisal camp. 
I breathed a 
sigh of relief as I thought of that re- 
\ prisal camp and how fortunate I had 
really been, d«‘spite all my suiter!ngs, 
to have escaped it. Now, at any rate, 
I was a free man and I would soon bo 
sending home the joyful news that I 
had made good my escape! 
At Eiuhoffen two Dutch officers got 
Into the compartment with me. They 
looked at me with very much disfavor, 
not knowing, of course, that I was a 
British officer. 
My clothes were still 
pretty much in the 
condition they 
were when I crossed the b(H*der, al­ 
though I had been able to scrape off 
some of the mud I had collected the 
nUht before. 
I had not shaved nor 
trimmed my beard for many days, 
and. I must have presented a sorry 
appearance. 
I 
could 
hardly blame 
them for edging away from me. 
The trip from ElnhoiTen to Rotter­ 
dam parsed without special incident. 
At various stations passengers would 
get in the compartment and, observ­ 
ing my unusual appearance, 
would 
endeavor to start a conversation with 
me. 
None of them spoke English, 
however, and they had to use their 
own imagination as to my identity. 
When I arrived 
at Rotterdam I 
asked a policeman who stood in front 
of the station where I could find tho 
British consul, but I could not make 
him understand. 
1 next applied to a 
taxicab driver. 
‘‘English 
consul—British 
consul— 
American consul—French consul 1” I 
said, hoping that if ho didn’t under­ 
stand one he might recognize un- 
other. 
He eyed me with suspicion and mo­ 
tioned me to get In and drove off. 
I 
had no idea where ho was taking me, 
but after a quarter of an hour’s ride ho 
brought up in front of the British 
consul. 
Never before was I so glad 
to see the Union Jac k !
